1. JUSTICE AND PEACE COMMISSION REP INFORMED CONGEN OFF JULY 7 


PREPARED TO RECEIVE THEM RAPIDLY, PROBABLY SWEDEN. "THEY WOULD NOT 
BE REPATRIATED. 

2. ■■LEARNED FROM POLICE SOURCES THAT RICCI’S PICXED UP IN 61 
’ GENERAL POLICE SWEEP OF ILLEGAL ALIENS. RICCI APPARENTLY HAD 
PERMANENT RESIDENCE DOCUMENTS, BUT WAS PICKED UP BECAUSE HE HAD A 
DRAWING WHICH POLICE THOUGHT MIGHT BE MADE INTO A STAMP TO FORGE 
ENTRY VISAS. (POLICE ARE CONCERNED ABOUT RETURN TO BRAZIL OF 
BRAZILIAN COMMUNIST EXILES.) JUSTICE AND PEACE REP SAID THAT 
COMMISSION'S LAWYERS HAD SEEN UNSUCCESSFUL IN GAINING ACCESS TO
